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Student 
challenges 
smoking 
ban 
directive

Operating through Ombudsman Dona id- 
son’s office, a student, Randall M, Frey, 
has focused attention on a matter of grow- 
ing concern around campus — that of 
smoking in classrooms. 

The case was initiated because of 4 
classroom dispute between Asst. Pro- 
fessor Henry Chambers and Mr. Frey, 
over the student’s right to smoke inclass. 
Prof. Chambers raised personal objects 
to Frey smoking, whereupon Frey chal- 
lenged his authority to dictate in the 
matter. Frey was threatened with ex- 
pulsion from the class if he continued to 
persist in the matter. 

Frey filed a complaint with Donaldson, 
requesting a review of the matter and a 
clear statement of campus policy concern- 
ing smoking within classrooms. Heques- 
tioned the validity of the rule which 
Chambers cited. The rule is in the form 
of an administrative directive to faculty 
members, stating: 

The original policy concerning 
smoking on the campus was developed 
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Dr. Hyink new SSC president 


Dr. Bernard L, Hyink, who posseses a 
background of governmental and pro- 
fessional service, has been appointed 
president of Sacramento State College. 

The appointment was zanounced on 
February 25 by Dar ‘el H, Ritter, chairman 
of the Board of Trustees of the Cali- 
fornia State Colleges and Chancellor Glenn 
S. Dumke, whose recommendation was 
approved by the Trustees. 


The newly appointed president will suc- 
ceed Dr. Otto Butz, who has been acting- 
president of SSC since June |, 1969. Dr. 
Hyink will become president at the earliest 
possible date, 

The 56-year-old former city council- 
man from Redlands, has been dean of 
educational services and summer sessions 
at Cal State Fullerton since 1960. He 
was appointed dean of instruction and 


with the assistance of the students and 
faculty. It was a positive approach with 
a minimum of posted prohibitions, The 
official provision of appropriate recep- 
tacles was the clue to areas in which 
smoking was permissable rather than 
assuming any area not **posted’” was 
approved. 

Over five years experience with this 
policy gave many indications that it was 
not accepted. Therefore, ‘‘no smoking’ 
signs were posted in many areas. 

Areas not included in the above 
(areas other than classrooms) may be 
assumed to be ‘‘not approved’’. 
Smoking in classrooms offers no escape 
for those for whom smoking is objec- 
tionable, since no choice is offered as 


Rally protests Armstrong

A rally protesting the fatal shooting 
of David Armstong and the arrest of 
of Charles Jennings was held lasi Wed- 
nesday, Feb, 25 in the quad. According 
to allegations which were made, the shoot- 
ing took place when Armstong and Jen- 
nings tried to steal a dog froma 
homeowner’s basement. The homeowner 
discovered them and, after pursuing them 
for about three blocks, fatally shot Arm- 
strong. Jennings was arrested and so far 
has been charged with burglary, No charge 
was filed against the homeowner. 

Various speakers at the rally asserted 
that the arrest was part ofa general re- 
pression of blacks by the police, Grantland 
Johnson warned that such repression would 
eventually become widespread and not 
limited to minority groups. After linking 
this incident with the ‘‘Chicago 7,”" the 
People’s Park crisis, and other such inci- 
dents, he stated, “‘ People don’t realize how 
these relate to them, . .if it affects us, 
it’ll affect you.”’ He thus declared, ‘‘’m 
not appealing to your conscience, just your 
self interest,’’ He then called upon those 
in the quad to ‘‘. . .pack that courtroom 
and show that judge that we won’t stand 
any such injustice,’ 

When Johnson was through, one of the 
members of the audience, Frank Martinez, 
challenged the validity of the facts of the 
incidents, He asserted that David Arm- 
strong ‘‘had a gun’’ and had ‘‘shot back

Students should decide 
officers’ qualifications 


A new policy that has the potential of hamstringing 
student elections by dictating further qualifications for stu- 
dent candidates was initiated this week in Los Angeles. 


A committee of state college trustees approved a pro- 
posal requiring all candidates for major student body of- 
fices in California’s 19 state colleges to be students “in 
good standing making reasonable progress toward an edu- 
cational goal.” 


This regulation would require each state college, ulti- 
mately the president, to determine what is meant by “rea- 
sonable progress” and an “educational goal.” 


Student candidates have already been subjected to cri- 
teria cf good standing and progress towards an educetional 
goal by qualifying for admission under the standards out- 
lined in the college catalog and established by the admin- 


istration. 


The danger was expressed well by Sacramento State 
College’s representative at the meeting, ASSSC President 
Steve Whitmore. Whitmore reflected the concern of all 
students interested in having a voice in charting their own 
progress when he warned: “I really would like you to give 
strong thought to allowing the students themselves to de- 
termine the qualifications of their officers.” 


The students, after first playing 1 major role in setting 
up qualifications for their leaders, have the intelligence to 
elect and keep responsible representatives in office.

VD treated at SSC Health Center 


The State Hornet welcomes any 
and all questions from students at 
SSC concerning medical or health 
problems in hopes that 4 medical 
advice column may fill a commun- 
ity need, Answers toquestions for- 
warded to the State Hornet come 
from Dr. Gartman of the Student 
Health Center on campus. Ques- 
tions addressed to Dr. Gartman 
should be of a legitimate nature. 


Dear Dr, Gartman, 

As a Sacramento State College 
student who is aware of the alarm- 
ing rate of venereal disease in 
Sacramento County, I was wonder - 
ing if, should I contract a venereal 
disease, can I be treated at the 
Student Health Center free of 
charge? 

Answer: 

I hope al! students at SSC are 
alarmed by the increasing venereal 
disease rate. To demonstrate this 
rate increase I cite the figures of 
the California State Department of 
Public Health for the first two 
weeks of 1970. During this period 
there were 2,322 cases of gonor- 
rhea reported to the Public Health 
Bureau versus 1,354 cases during 
the same period in 1969. There 
were 36 cases of primary or sec- 
ondary syphilis in 1970 versus 22 
cases in 1969. 

To answer your question about 
treatment, I must give some back- 
ground information about venereal 
disease, The word venereal! as 
used in medicine means any dis- 
ease spread primarily by sexual 
comact, These diseases can in- 
clud? yeast and Trichomoniasis 
vagiral infections in females and 
non-specific urethritis in malesas 
well as the more serious diseases 
of gonorrhea and syphilis. The 
latter diseases are somewhat 
unique, in that they must, by law, 
be reported to the State Department 
of Public Health Division of Com- 
municable Disease Control, Gon- 
orrhea and syphilis as the 
statistics quoted above demon- 
strated are increasing at analarm- 
ing rate, and maximum efforts 
must be made to diagnose, treat, 
and make contact follow-up exam- 
ination. For these reasons we try 
to work very closely with the 
Public Health Venereal Disease 
Control Clinic, 

The only complete answer to 
your question is that we treat all 
venereal diseases that we can at 
the Student Health Center and the 
others are referred to the Public 
Health Clinic, There is no charge 
at the Public Health Clinic or at 
the Student Health Service for 
examination, testing, or treatment. 

There are three major factors 
that prevent our treating all cases 
of venereal disease at the Student 
Health Service, Our laboratory is 
not equipped to run a blood test 
for syphilis, nor do a proper eval- 
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vation of a suspected syphilitic 
lesion. Our laboratory is also 
not equipped to do special culture 
techniques for the gonorrhea bac - 
teria. These two limitations are 
very important from & medical 
standpoint. A blood test for syph- 
ilis should be done befcre and 
after gonorrhea is treated. The 
reason is simple. Gonorrhea 
symptoms usually appear within 
4-10 days and primary syphilis 
symptoms usually appear in 14-21 
days, The treatment of both dis- 
eases involves the use of anti- 
biotics, usually penicillin, but of 
a different type and using a dif- 
ferent treatment regimen. We do 
not want to ‘‘mask’’ syphilis symp- 
toms without gonorrhea therapy. 
That is, the gonorrhea therapy will 
cure that disease but not cure 
syphilis, only prevent the syphil- 
itic symptoms from developing. 
Having the capability to culture 
the gonorrhea bacteria and to de- 
termine the antibicti¢s to which 
it is sensitive, is becoming very 
important because the bacteria 


is developing a resistance to some 
of our antibiotics. 

The third factor that prevents 
our treating all cases, is the nec- 
essity for following up all persons 
named as possible contacts of an 
infected individual, The Health 
Center has neither the staff nor 
the legal right to force named 
contact sources to be examined 
and treated. The Public Health 
Department has this legal authority 
and has staff personne! to handle 
the follow-up of contacts. 


We at the Student Health Service 
try to work closely with the Public 
Health Department to assure that 
all students receive free and com- 
plete medica! care for any venereal 
disease, 1! would point out that 
under a new California law any 
person above the age of 12 years 
can be treated for venereal dis- 
ease without obtaining parental 
consent and the physician giving 
the therapy has no obligation to 
notify the parent. 

That’s all folks! 


Student Advising Center 
open to handle problems 


The Student Advising Center, 
manned by upper division students 
enrolled in a_ special inter- 
disciplinary course in advising 
which was established last 
semester still stands ready to 
handle questions by newly enrolled 
students. 

The Advising Center, which will 
be open to all SSC students without 
charge, has a two-fold purpose 
according to Dr. Algard Whitney, 
instructor of the class and chair- 
man of the Center. 

First, it will allow students who 
are seeking counsel in problems 
ranging from academic difficulties 
to housing shortages, a chance to 
discuss their problems with a 
qualified student advisor. 

Second, the Advising Center will 
give the 40 students enrolled in 
Whitney’s class an opportunity to 
gain experience in education ad- 
visement, 

According to Dv, Whitney, the 
Center will be open from 9 a.m, 
to 5 p.m., Monday through Friday. 

Whitney also said that rep- 
resentatives from the Advising 
Center have been asked to serve

‘In this way the Advisement 
Center will maintain close contacts 
with such groups as the Academic 
Affairs Committee and the General 
Education Committee as well as the 
Task Force on Enrollment and 
Registration,”’ Whitney said, 
“This exchange of ideas will make 
the job of the Advising Center 
much more accurate and therefore 
more effective.’’ 

The Student Advising Center is 
located in FS 206.

The Honor Society of Phi Kappa

Can clinch league crown 


Hornets host Chico St. tonight

Sacramento State College, 
a local trouble spot all school year 
long, will have an opportunity to 
redeem itself tonight at 8 p.m. or 
tomorrow evening at the same hour 
when the Hornet basketball team 
hosts the Wildcats of Chico State 
College and traditicnal rival Uni- 
versity of California at Davis ina 
crucial weekend series to deter- 
mine the Far Western Conference 
crown. 

Presently the Green and Gold 
cling to a | 1/2 lead over Chico 
State with only two contests re- 
maining on the league schedule. 
Should Coach Jack Heron's hell- 
bent victors of their last 1] games 
tame the Wildcats, who will end 
the season tonight, the race is over. 

However, certain adverse pos- 
sibilities exist. If, for instance, 
Chico State upends the Hornets 
tonight it would take a win Satur- 
day night over the Aggies to clinch 
the title for SSC. And if, somehow, 
Davis also dumps the Hornets then 
a playoff would be needed to deter- 
mine the championship. 

There is a distinct possibility 
that the Hornets, if they capture 
the league, will be invited to the 
NCAA western regionals in 
Tacoma, Washington at Puget 
Sound University. The college- 
division playoffs are scheduled to 
begin Thursday, March 5. It would 
be a welcomed berth for SSC who 
last won a FWC basketball 
championship way back in 1962. 

But first, there is tonight’s 
game with the Wildcats who stand 
8-3 in league and 15-10 overall. 
In their initial conference en- 
counter at Chico the Hornets de- 
feated a ‘‘flat’’ Wildcat club 
58-53. 

Chico State, described by 
Coach Heron as *‘the most physical 
team in the league,’’ will feature 
6-8 center Rollie Holcomb who is 
the second leading pointmaker in 
the conference-as well as one of the 
top rebounders. Holcomb, com- 
plimented by Heron as a fine

on the FWC team last year. 

Heron, definite candidate for 
FWC basketball coach of the year, 
tabs Terry Ray and Tom Wood 
at the guard slots, Mitch Third 
and Larry Maxey at the forward 
positions and either Ray Pfiefer or 
Gordon Newton in the pivot for the 
Chico State contest. 

Heron, who has. been con- 
centrating on a_ controlled of- 
fense in the practices during the 
week, feels the Wildcats play ‘‘a 
real aggressive and tough man- 
to-man defense with pressure at 
half ceurt.’’
